with much pleasure by the bnsmess 
men and dtlxens of this dty. 


This announcement was made in 


connection with the announcement 
that the local company has closed a 
lease for a new location and that a 
new 300-telephone capacity switch- 
board will be installed at soon as the 
company can get located In its new 
quarters. 


The new location for the telephone 


central wUl be in the Ireland build- 
ing over the New Smyrna Pharmacy, 
at the comer of Canal and Magnolia 
streets, and the officers of the com- 
pany hope to be installed In the new 
quarters soon after the first of next 
month. The work of moving will be 
started July 1st 


Anticipating that in time the com- 


pany wUl be required to place Its 
wires underground, the telephone 
company also plsns to make Improve- 
ments along this line at this time. 
Arrangements are being made to place 
underground all wires on Canal street 
Irani Orange street to the river; on 
Magnolia street from Canal street to 
Andrews; on Faulkner street from 
Canal street to Mary; on Washington 
street from Faulkner street to tke 
river. The wires will be carried on- 
lerground In cables. The system will 
be changed (rom a ground circuit to 
a metallic circuit 


One of the greatest troubles with 


which the local company has had to 
contend was the lack of switchboard 
room, the switchboard in use having 
a capacity of but 100 telephone con- 
nections. To remedy this difficulty 
the company some time ago ordered 
a new switchboard of 300 telephones 
capacity, and this switchboard has 
been on hand for some time. The 
company has delayed putting this 
switchboard into use, pending the se- 
curing of more room aad better Quar- 
ters.

The traction engine which was ship- 


ped to Daytona from Detroit Mich, 
for 30 days trial by the county road 
superintendent with the idea of Its 
purchase by the county commission 
ers If It filled the requirements, was 
broken In transit and as a conse- 
quence was refused by the commis- 
sioners. The engine was billed by 
way of the canal line from Jackson- 
ville to Daytona, but was taken over 
by the railway when It reached that 
city and because, apparently, of in- 
sufficient or improper blocking in the 
car the front axle was snapped in 
wo, rendering the machine useless, 
lie county commissioners having re- 
used to accept the tractor, it is a 
Question of settlement between the 
shippers of the engine and the F. E. 
C. railway company. 


It has not yet been decided wheth- 


er to have another engine shipped or 
get parts with which to repair the 
one now in Daytona The cost of the 
tractor Is to be $1.400 if the commis- 
sioners decide to buy It The ma 
chine will, it is said, haul 20 yards of 
marl or shell at a load and Is cupa- 
le of pulling the heavy road roller 
which has been lying alongside the 
Daytoaa-DeLand road for several 
ears because it is impossible- to haul 
over the road with teams. It now 


costs about $6 to haul one and a halt 
yards of shell to a point midway be- 
ween Daytona'and DeLand and it Is 
stlmatod that the tractor will be a 
ig saving to Volusla county. 


NEW LINE IS PROPOSED

ROBABLT no business in the 
world is more absolutely de- 
pendent on the services of an 
animal than is the teak indus- 
try on those of the elephant. 


In Java, it is true, the timber, being 
smaller and the conditions different, 
hand labor and Implements are em- 
ployed, and in parts even of Burma 
and Slam the country is sufficiently 
flat to permit the carting by buffaloes 
being used as a method of extraction 
But these parts are comparatively few 
and far between, and the obstacles in 
the way of introducing heavy plants 
into a country deficient In good roads, 
bridges or facilities for transport must 
be at once apparent, writes a corre- 
spondent of the London Times. Even 
without these obstacles it is doubtful 
whether teak, being so scattered as 
it is, could ever be profitably worked 
up and down steep hillsides by ma- 
chinery, while It is as certain as any- 
thing can be that no machinery eould 
ever devised to perform the 
part 


played by elephants in the water. 
Apart from the enormous bodily 
strength, which enables it to drag, an 
elephant can, with its forehead, trunk 
or tusks, push and roll enormous logs 
about as if they wen playthings, nor 
does It mind working In water five 
feet, and even more, in depth.

An 
average of tour or five hours a day 
tor five days of the week, complete 
rest on the other two, and during five 
months of the year no work at all—- 
at first sight the elephant seems to be 
in clover. It must however, be borne 
In mind, first that the work it per- 
forms is the heaviest done by any ani- 
mal in the world; secondly, as already 
stated, that It is a nocturnal animal, 
unaccustomed in its wild state even 
to travel, much less to work, In the 
heat ot the day. Easy as Its hours 
may sound, experience show's that 
they cannot be -safely Increased. For, 
If the elephant is the most powerful 
animal in the world, it is also one of 
the most delicate. Not only is It terri- 
bly liable to surra and anthrax, dis- 
eases prevalent, among all the cattle 
of tte country, but bean failure and 
exhaustion are also common, while ac- 
cidents, such a* snake bites, are often 
fatal. Owners naturally do not care 
to risk unnecessary exposure to the 
sun to the already lengthy list of 
oauses which produce death, cause* 
from which, despite all their precau- 
tions, the teak companies of Slam 
must reckon annually to lose between 
five and ten per cent of their stock. 
The Increasing scarcity, and conse- 
quently increasing value, of elephants 
to indeed already a matter ot grave 
concern So all Interested In the teak 
business.

Oreat Care Taken of Calves.

'A meeting of the Sanford Commer- 


cial club was held hi the city hall 
building Thursday evening to further 
investigate the matter of making a 
deep water harbor at New Smyrna. 
H. L Hamilton, secretary of the New 
Smyrna board of trade, came over 
to make an address on the subject 
He was greeted by a large and enthu- 
siastic audience and hi* remarks were 
well received. 


The movement for the creation of 


a seaport at New Smyrna began laat 
fall. The New Smyrna board of trade 
opened up the matter and has active- 
ly prosecuted it to the present time 
with the result that the outlook for 
the success of the movement is be- 
coming brighter and stronger each 
day. A healthy local interest was 
worked up and a tempoaVy organ- 
ization formed, having for Its pur- 
pose the deepening of. Mosquito in- 
let This organization held meetings 
in 'the towns and cities adjacent to 
New Smyrna, and much moral sup- 
port was secured in this manner. 


A mass meeting waa held in New 


Smyrna last February at which the 
Central Florida Deep Waterway asso- 
ciation was organized, its purpose 
being to carry on an active propa- 
ganda in the Interest of the move- 
ment. Meetings were held in vari- 
ous cities in the central portion of 
the state and are continuing to be 
held in all that territory which would 
in any way benefit by this project 


In April Major Slattery, engineer 


in charge of (his district, after prop- 
er investigation rendered a report to 
the board of engineers for rivers and 
harbors at Washington, favoring the 
opening of the inlet and, the convert- 
ing of New Smyrna into a deep wa- 
ter port. A survey has' been ordered 
made of the improvement and the 
probable cost ascertained. The prop- 
osition is now up to the board of engi- 
neers and the association Is now ac- 
tively engaged- la gathering definite 
data with the view of 'securing a fa- 
vorable recommendation for the proj- 
ect 


The matter will then be submitted 


to the rivers and harbors committee 
of congress and upon their approval It 
will then be. presented to congress, 
asking for an appropriation to carry 
out the plans. The matter will come 
up before congress at Its next session 
in December and it is thought by 
those who are In a position to judge 
the matter that little or no trouble 
will be had In securing favorable final 
action.
